Capt. Neal informs, tha: on the igth of Decem- 
ber, Toulon was EVACUA ED by the Britons 
aad Spaniards, after burning the arfenal and all 
the Freoch Mhips in the harbour, except two of 
the line and twe frigates, which they brought away ; 
“hey alfo brought off a number of inhbabscants— 
‘shat on the French taking pofleffion of the place, 
the remaining inhabitants were ordered into the 
large Square, where they were all thot without 
@iftinétion. Capt. Neal has brought fevera! paf- 
fengers who were in Toulon during the fiege, 
and left it with che troops. 

Capt. Neai farther iatorms, that in coming 
ovr of the Streights he paffed g fail of Algerines 
shaving the weather gage, and his veflel a fait 
failor, he efcaned—-that the brig Mioerva, be- 
looging to this post, from Leghorn homeward, 
was taken by the Algerines. 

We are well informed that the laf difpartches 
from the Britith minitiry wear no appearrnce of 
their complying with our demand, as tO the jur- 
reader of the Weflern polts. 

The French National Convention, Nov. 17, 
or the report of the committee of falety, decreed 
as follows i—

Sire, 
T am utterly at a lols how to proceed, or how 
to inform you ot the diftte fled fitw-tion | am in.— 
On the 23d of October, at nine os iock A.M. 

@ fail to the windward bore dowa upon us, which 

we thought wasa Spanith privaier; whea he 

came nigh, hoifled fpanifh colours, fied a yan to 
leeward, and brought us too. As foun as he faw 
the American colours hoiiled, he hoiited out the 
lewoch immediately. Ik being then oearly calm, 
as it had for eight days before ; io an infant there 
wae nearty 30 armed mén on board, they frit 
isioced me with a dreadful itroke with one of their 
curlofies, made me jomp over the rail into the 

. bowt, and all bands after me, without fuffcring 

any one to go below, and carried us on beasd the 

cruiler, where they ftripped us to our fkins, and 
geve usa few old rays, that would fcarcely cover 
our makednefs, let alovue keep us from the cold. 

1o this fitwation we were obliged to lay on deck— 

the people they let go below, and Mr. Barry got 

below by fome means for two nights —| was forc- 

ed to lay om the poop, and the wind being at E. 

N. E. it almoft perithed me ; but.atlengsh an old 

mas arore homane than the refi, lent mea blan- 

het, which they had taken out of the thip,— The 
provolone they pave us, was black bread and wa- 
ter, jometiines a few fovten olives, and that we 
thowpht wot a treat. Io this fituation we conti- 
pure eight days. zx : 

On the 3:8, we errived ar Algiers: we 
thought Ourieives hardly (reared ov buard she crui- 
fer, but ulas! oor aan cere bot coming on, 

Sr we were not on thore icascely, when they al- 

Wok loaded us with ions, and the fecond day

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made us work like crim 'e+':, and murderers, that 
we are in the moft abject L very ever people were, 
in the world, The fame day arrived 2 frigates 
and a brig, who had taken 9 more American vef- 
fels; fo that our numbes now is above one handred, 
and we are expeQing mere daily.— They have (e- 
veral cruifers out now, and there are fevera!l in the 
harbour equipping with the atmoft {peed. 

When | was taken, Cape St. Mary’s bore N. 
N. W. 5 or 6 miles diflance; the 17th, Cape St. 
Vincent’s on the isth, on the 17th, {poke an 
Englith brig, but 1 inppofe he bad not heard of 
the Algerines being out of the Streights, for he 
laid nothieg about them ; but we have every rea- 
fon vo fulpe& them, to be our work enemies. 

Thece is part of two fhips companies bere, that 
was taken 8 years ago, but the plague and hard 
ufage hath carried them all off but ten, ‘The 
imal! pittance they had from the United Stetes, 
has been taken off nigh three months, fo thar we 
have nothing to fubfiiton, bet a little black bread 
and water, and fometimes nothing, for it is a- 
gaink their religion to give chriftians, as they call 
us any fieth nfeat ; and if yor will be fo kind as 
to fupply me with afew dollars for the prefent, I 
ihall take it as the greatcit favour any perfon con- 
ferred on me, for it isimpoflible to fubiift long in 
this miferable ficuation. 


Lox pon, November 23. 


The latter end of the lait month, the Saltana 
Algerine frigate, of 33 guns and 490 mem; teil 
in with 2 French Republican men of war, one a 
thip of 24 pens, the other a brig of 20, about 
ten leagues from Marfeills; they beicg to the 
windward, bore dowa vpon the pirate, who, per- 
ceiving their intention, hsuled wp their courles, 
wad jad to, fteady to récdive them, ‘The thip 
came up fit, who hailed the rever ia French, 
and commanded the captain to fisike his colors, or 
they would fink them imuiediately.

The Drench gavethe firit brosdfide, which was 
returacd, and a very defperate and bioody aft.oa 
began. . By whistime the brig came up, took her 
ition, and played ber partio well, that in the 
third difcharge the carried away the pirate’s bow- 
fprit, aod part of ber fore chain, and did her other 
confiderable damage. Now the roflians were be- 
tween two fires, having one omtheir flaboard, and 
the other on their larboard fide; notwithfandiny 
this difadvantage, they fought with fuch deter-
